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WYCOMBE Wanderers Inde- 
pendent Supporters’ Club. What 
does that title conjure up? break- 
away group? militant? not 
wanted by club? Well no, nothing 
like that, let me explain. 

Back in August 1994, a croup of six 
like-minded fans started the first 
independent supporters club at 
Wycombe Wanderers since the last 
season at Loakes Park and, due to a 
lack of response from the football 
club, we decided to start up as an 
independent supporters club.

concessions. 

I have written to The Football 
League on this subject and their 
reply was that regulations can 

only be amended a majority 
vote of clubs in a general meeting. 

Therefore, 1 am asking if you 
and Wycombe Wanderers FC can 
my He the next general meeting 
of The Football League to pet the 
regulations changed to make 
clubs give concessions in seating 
and terrace admission for away 
supporters. E 

e outcome of this survey 
seems that many clubs offer com- 
cessions on a reciprocal basis 
only. There was some constructive 
answers from some clubs such as 
Scunthorpe United that sug- 
gested that I wrote to my own 
club to find out their attitude to 
this. Their chief exeeutive Mr A D 
Rowing’s personal view was that 
he felt that rhetoric should take 
place between all clubs to have a 
standardised concession rate for 
away fans and by doing so, we can 
encourage more families to 
attend. Funny really, as 
Scunthorpe is one of the clubs 
that don't give concessions. 

I shall be writing to all the clubs 
in the Football League to ask for 
their support at the next general 
meeting. [1 keep you informed of 


my progress.
